IS EPIDEMIC JUST NOW 





Blames Preachers With Little 
to Do and Wives Who 
Neglect Duties. 





Adolphus Busch, president of the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association, just 
back from California and feeling fine 
in spite of the prohibition movement, 
says he does not regard it as a serious 
thing. 

It is epidemic now, he says, but com- 
mon sense and education will prevail 
against it, and the people will get tired 
and disgusted with it. 

He had just read a telegram from 
Coffee King Sielcken of New York, in 
which satisfaction was expressed that 
Mr. Busch was back in St. Louis to take 
the leadership of things and defeat ‘all 
hypocrisy called prohibition.”

Conditions Will Not “Right 
Themselves.” 





WOMEN URGED TO LEAD 





Home Duties Have Been Ta- 
ken From Them, but Not 
Responsibility. 





Optimists who depend upon social con- 
ditions righting themselves without in- 
dividual exertion were attacked in the 
lecture given by Miss Jane Addams of 
Hull House, Chicago, before the Ethical 
Culture Society. Memorial Hall was 
fied to its capacity. 

‘‘Woman’s Relation to Social Ameli- 
oration’’ was the subject and Miss Add- 
ams earnestly declared Sunday that 
conditions are not right and the obliga- 
tior to better the lives of men, women 
and children rests largely with women. 

‘*‘Women must lead in procuring prop- 
“r sanitation, good schoo's, pure food 
ar.d better child-labor laws,’’ Miss Add- 
airs said. ‘I greatly disapprove of op- 
timists, women and men, who say things 
will come right. The woman who says 
this is stupid. She must enlarge her ho- 
rizon of sdcial obligations and earnestly 
enter the field of civic activities, not as 
a woman clamoring for the ballot but 
48 a woman who realizes she must pro- 
tect her home and children. 

-_Home Duties Taken From Women. 

‘"™he traditional home duties have 
heen taken away from women and have 
become matters of city legislation. The 
responsibility has not been shifted from 
the women’s shoulders, but they must 
work in a new way, through civic ob- 
ligations. 

‘Formerly 
determined such 


women of the household 
matters as a child’s 
attendance at school, and regulated the 
de.ails of her household. Now the back 
yard, the number of cubic feet of air re- 
quired for a bedroom and the child’s 
attendance at school are matters of leg- 
isiation where woman now has no vote. 
She must use her influence, as far as it 
exrends, zealously. 

“It has not been on women’s initia- 
‘ive that these changes have come 
about. Weaving cloth, making garments 
and other industries which formely were 
women’s work has been taken by men 
from the homes to the- factories and 
laughters have been forced to follow 
he work outside the house. 

Forced Into Factories. 

“Women did not enter the 
‘ommercialism cf their own choice; 
‘conditions forced them to factory, office 
ing store labor. There are nearly 5,000,- 
00 girls between the ages of 16 and 24 
years employed in this country in in- 
dustries outside the home. 

‘Factory conditions at present are de- 
signed for the requirements of men and 
ire ill-adapted for women. It is every 
woman's duty to recognize what these 
‘onditions are and prevent the break- 
lown to the girls so emploved on ac- 
ount of the long, monotonus hours and 
herd work in unsanitary surroundings. 

“The woman who says she will sweep 
in front of her own doors either sweeps 
the dirt into the street for the annoy- 
ance of others or she does not sweep at 


field of 


all. 

“Tf women want pure milk for. their 
children, they must rely upon. the 
Health Department to see that it is pure. 
It is a burning obligation that women 
should concern themselves with social 
amelioration.’’ 

Miss Addams told of the success of 
the fieldhouses which are provided for 
men, women and children in Chicago, 
where there are all the equipments for 
baths, recreation, reading and games for 
the little ones. 

“Every city 
houses,’ she said, 
can find amusement they 
their homes. A boy without a 
ground means a man without a job. 
Children require the opportunity to 
frolic and play if they are to grow up 
with their faculties evenly developed. 
The aggressive boy will be the leader of 
men and he must be directed toward the 
proper development.”’

Thousands of melodious negro voices 
intoned hymns, the singers standing 
bareheaded in the brilliant Easter sun- 
light that flooded the levee, from Wash- 
ington avenue to Carr street, while 115 
converts were immersed by the Rev. 
John K. Parker, pastor of the Pleasant 
Green (Negro) Baptist Church. 

The baptism, beginning an hour and 
@ half after the scheduled time, was 
carried to its close with fervid enthus- 
fasm, ending amid hallelujahs and shouts 
of jubijation that rang out across the 
Miasissippi and re-echoed from the east- 
ern shorye. The average time for each 
baptism was 28 seconds. 

Races Amuse Crewd. 

The announcement that the baptism 
was to take place drew a multitude to 
the levee. The spectators began gather- 
ing at 8 a. m. Sunday, an hour before 
the baptising was scheduled to begin. 
But the host of converts was long in 
preparation for the event, and until 
11:40 the waiting host found entertain- 
ment in various ways. 

Crews of the Mound City and Chescent 
boat clubs afforded entertainment part 
of the time. Two-oar, four-oar and six- 
oar shells engaged in impromptu races 
up and down the river, cheered by the 
thousands on shore. A score of pleasure 
launches, rowboats and bateaux dotted 
the river near the foot of Franklin ave- 
nue, where the bank recedes gradually, 
affording a convenient spot for the cere- 
mony. 

For more than a quarter of 
its length, the levee was covered with 
people. A fourth of them were white, 
and many white women were among 
. the spectators. A blonde girl, apparent- 
ly 18 years old, wore a huge Merry 
Widow hat, adorned with red roses, and 
it eame to grief, those around being 
pressed against her until it was crushed 
into a shapeless mass.

CHICAGO, April 20.—The presidential 
aspirations of Gov. Johnson will be 
pushed today by the Iroquois Club—the 
original Cleveland Club—with a big ban- 
quet May 2, 

According to plans announced today 
besides Gov. Johnson, as guest of honor 
and principal speaker, there will be in 
attendance and speaking, Judge George 
Gray of Delaware, who has himself been 
indorsed for the nomination by the Del- 
aware State convention; Lieutenant- 
Governor Lewis Chanler of New York; 
Gov. Malcolm Rice Patterson of Ten- 
nessee, and local speakers. 

“IT have received the invitation of the 
Iroquois Club’ for Gov. Johnson and 
have given the assurance that he will 
attend—if I have to go and get him my- 
self,”’ said F. B. Lynch, chairman of the 
Johnson headquarters, in the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel. 

Bryan Invited to Feast. 

William Jennings Bryan was invited 
to the feast, but has not accepted, and, 
with Gov. Johnson as sole occupant of 
the center of the stage, the club offi- 
cials expect the banquet to develop into 
a rousing demonstration for the Minne- 
sota executive. Democrats from all parts 
of the State are expected to gather at 
the dinner. 

The strength manifested by Gov. John- 
son since his friends opened quarters in 
Chicago a few weeks 2go has surprised 
the State leaders, who point that, with 
the State convention well out of the 
way, Johnson will be free to utter his 
message to the Democrats of the West 
without in any sense running afoul of 
his declaration that he is not making a 
“personal invasion of Illinois.”

Authorized Pamphlet Reiter- 
ates His Views on Tariff and 
Kindred Subjects. 
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TREATMENT OF TRUSTS 
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Platform of Democratic Can- 
didate for Presidential Nom- 
ination Is Issued.

CINCINNATI, April 20.—Judge Judson 
Harmon whose friends say his chances 
for the Democratic nomination for presi- 
dent are rapidly gaining ground, has. at 
last given permission to have his views 
on public questions expressed from time 
to time in his speeches arranged and 
printed in a form that may be accepted 
as a Harmon platform. 

Until now, Judge Harmon has declined 
to give his views, although he has been 
repeatedly urged, particularly by lead- 
ing Democrats in New York State. 

Pamphlets have appeared in Cincin- 

nati and are expected to appear simul- 
taneously in other cities, containing the 
Judge's views. At the top of the title 
page of the pamphlet, are these two 
utterances: 
“Guilt is always rersonal. When the 
government searcies out the guilty 
men and makes c*rporate wrong mean 
personal pun‘shment and dishonor, the 
laws will _es obeyed.” 

“They say the tariff must. be revised 
by its friends. We say it must be re- 
vised by the friends of the people.”’ 

Quoted Frem His Resignation. 

The first quotation is from the resig- 
nation of Judge Harmon as special 
counsel for the government to prsecute 
the Atchison rebate case. The govern- 
ment directed that the prosecution be 
directed against the corporation instead 
of against the individuals. 

The opinions expressed before the 
Federal Court by Mr. Harmon when he 
was United States Attorney General, in 
18%, in the case of the government 
against the trans-Missouri Freight As- 
sociation, which opinions and arguments 
were approved by the court, are also 
quoted in the pamphlet. They set forth 
Judge Harmon’s stand on trusts and 
combinations. Among other remarks 


quoted, are these: 

‘There can be no restriction what- 
ever upon trade except as an incident 
to some transaction between the par- 
tiles which creates rights to whose full 
enjoyment and protection the restraint 
is necessary. he usual incidents are 
the transfer of property, business or 
good will. In such cases the restric- 
tion may go to whatever extent is nec- 
essary for the protection of the right 
and no more.”’ 

The remainder of this quotation is in 
black letters: 

“But the question whether the  re- 
straint is reasonable can never arise 
unless and until it appears that the 
rights so created make it proper that 
there should be some restriction. No 
matter how limited, contracts in re- 
straint of trade are not valid when they 
are the main object of the parties. 

Judge Harmon, in the quotation, also 
went on to say that rajlway companies 
which enjoy a monopoly from natural 
causes of the transportation of freight 
and persons in_ certain districts are 
exempt from lawful complaint, but when 
railways which enjoy this natural mo- 
nopoly extend its effects artificially by 
an agreement fixing rates, or otherwise 
stifling competition among themselves, 
they are guilty of exactly the same 
public wrong as ordinary trusts or com- 
binations. 

Upholds Volunteer Soldiers. 

On the revision of the tariff Judge 
Harmon’s pamphlet quotes a speech be- 
fore the Old Hickory Club in Nashville 
in January, in which he said, among 

r things: 
ot Like all measures which affect trade 
and industry, the revision of the tariff 
must be made with deliberate care. 
Thousands of honest industries are in- 
volved which must have time and op- 
portunity to adjust themselves to — 
conditions. These need not be harmed.

tion Asking Amendment. 


CONGRESSMEN WARNED 
Unless Law Is Changed, Speak- 
er Says, Voters Will Re- 
member It. 





In resolutions criticizing the Supreme 
Court of the United States for its in- 
terpretation of the Sherman anti-trust 
Jaw, union labor men of St. Louis, in 
‘a mass meeting at 3535 Pine street, called 
supon Congress to pass the amendment 
‘preventing its application to laboring 
‘men and labor organizations. 

’ The resolutions followed an extended 
‘discussion in which President Owen 
‘Miller of the’ Central Trades and Labor 
“Union attacked the Supreme Court's at- 
titude toward labor, declared ‘‘the mem- 
‘bers of the court had outlived their use- 
‘fulness,’’ and suggested that “some of 
‘their acts might be charitably attributed 
‘to senility.” 
_ After calling attention to the Dred 
Beott decision of 1857 and the fact that 
within six years after the Supreme 
‘Yourt had upheld slavery, the holding of 
yjuman chattels was abolished, the reso- 
jutions say: 
_ ‘Industrial Slavery Will Cease.” 
_ “If the common people of this country 
will do their full duty industrial slavery 
‘as affirmed by late decisions of the Su- 
preme Court will forever cease in “Tess 
‘ime than the abolishment of chattel 
“lavery after the Dred Scott decision. 
' “These decisions of the Supreme Court 
ave reversed the proper order of thinxs 
tn placing capital and corporations prior 
‘to and above labor, and virtually de- 
iclaring laboring men to be industrial 
; slaves. 
. “The court has decided a laborer may 
>be maimed or killed without liability to 
“the employer; that the employer has 
“the right to discharge and blacklist a 
‘laborer who belongs to a trades union, 
* but that labor has no right to mete out 
*the same treatment to the employer.”’ 
| After declaring it the sense of the 
‘laboring men that the amendment to 
“the Sherman antitrust law should be 
‘passed, the resolution conveys a warn- 
‘ing to Missouri's representatives in Con- 
> gress, in these words: 
> “Resolved, That a copy of this resolu- 
tion be sent to each member of Congress 
‘representing the city of St. Louis, and 
Sthe two United States senators from 
>the State of Missouri, and that they be 
informed that the laboring people of 
St. Louis and vicinity will certainly 
Sassert themselves at the polls next No- 
“vember if our petition is not given the 
[attention it so richly deserves.’”’

Urges Revision Eliminating All 
Matter Preceding First Com- 


mandment to Moses. . 

CHICAGO, April 20.—Rabbi Emil G. 
Hirsch, pastor at Sinai Temple, and 
prominent as a Hebrew scholar, pro- 
poses a revision of the Bible, with the 
elimination of all matter which now ap- 
pears before the first. commandment 
given to Moses. In his Easter sermon, 
he also pleaded for a subsidized Jewish 
literature, declaring that the world at 
present misunderstands and persecutes 
the Jew as much as ever, even in the 





United States. 

“The story of the earth’s creation is 
unnecessary,” he said, ‘because it is 
unscientific and ridiculous. It is a mira- 
cle from first to last, and miracles 
should not be believed in: What is 
worse, it puts God in the wrong light. 
It makes him out to have human quali- 
ties.

Joseph L. Schuler, professional bonds- 
man and salogn keeper, and Deputy 
Sheriff Jack Wasser were mobbed by in- 
furiated Greeks in Chicago, and were 
followed to Joliet and Bloomington as 
they were bringing to St. Louis a pris- 
oner who had jumped his bond. Neither 
was injured, but both say they are glad 
it is over. 

Four years ago C. H. Boukedis was 
convicted of running a gambling estab- 
lishment at Sixth and Elm streets. He 
appealed the case, and Schuler gave $500 
security for his release. Boukedis 
jumped his bond a few days later, and 
since then Schuler has been on his trail. 

Last week Schuler heard the man was 
in Chicago. He told Sheriff Noite, and 
Wasser was detailed to go with him. 
They arrived in Chicago Saturday afler- 
noon and went to 635 East Forty-third 
street, where Boukedis has been running 
a florist’s shop. Boukedis was in the 
shop, and when he saw Schuler he start- 
ed for the rear door. 

Friends Surround Them. 

Schuler grabbed him, and they had a 
struggle. ‘Wasser managed to slip on 
handcuffs*and the three started for the 
By this time many Greeks had 
swarmed to the scene. They threatened 
the two St. Louis men, and Wasser took 
out his revolver. A riot call was turued 
in, and policemen escorted the three to 


Police Headquarters. 


Expecting trouble in getting their 
prisoner out of Chicago, Schuler and 
Wasser bundled him into a cab and 


Marshal James Ryan, fatally wounded 
Night Marshal James E. Basham and 
shot Robert Pollock, night watchman 
for the Pacific Express Co. 

When guests, alarmed by the shooting, 
fled from the hotel, the city fire bell was 
rung, and James E. Hall, the father of 
the slain man, was one of the persons 
who came into town from the outlying 
districts in response to the alarm. He 
was the first to icentify the body of his 
son, who was shot several times and 
who is believed to have himself fired the 
shot which finally killed him. 

Becomes Insane on Train. 

Byron Hall had been on a ranch near 
Spokane, Wash., more than six years, 
and was on his way home for an Easter 
visit when he became insane on a Mis- 
souri Pacific train east of. Holden. 

He (flourished his revolver and 
threatened the lives of every one in 
the car with him.__After the passengers 
had deserted the coach, the traln crew 
made the insane man a prisoner in the 
car and telephoned ahead to. Warrens- 
burg to have peace officers at the train 
to arrest him. Ryan and Basham met 
the train. Hall eluded the officers by 
climbing out of a window. He walked 
to the Estes Hotel, followed by the 
two men. 

After telephoning to his mother and 
being informed that $480 which he had 
sent from the West had arrived safe- 
ly, Hall was accosted by Ryan, Ba- 
sham and Pollock, the latter having 
been called into service. Hall held a 
revolver while he telephoned and the 
officers asked him to either put it away 
or give it to them. Hall refused and 
when sefzed by the three men broke 
from their grasp and fired. Ryan 
dropped asthe other men returned the 
fire. Hall next shot Basham through 
the abdomen and as he backed toward 
a stairway floored Pollock with a 
fourth shot. 

Porter Fires at Maniac. 

At the sound of the firing, Louis 
Little, a negro porter, seized his re- 
volver and began firing at Hall. When 
the insane man reached tke first land- 
ing the negro and Pollock both fired 
and Hall ran upstairs out of sight. 
Meantime the hotel had been emptied 
of guests and the fire alarm had been 
rung. The wounded men were carried 
to a drug store, where Ryan died half 
an hour after being shot. 

Hall’s body was found at the head 
of the stairway, three bullets having 
taken effect. As another shot was 
heard after he turned the stairway out 
of sight, he is supposed to have shot 
himself. 

Ryan had been Marshal of Warrens- 
burg for five years. He was 48 years 
of age and leaves a wife and two sons. 
Night Policeman James Basham has 
been on the force for three years. He is 
48. Pollock is 60 and has been a pri- 
vate watchman 20 years.

Nothing can be much more obnoxious to cus- 
tomers of public service corporations than arbi- 
trary discrimination in rates. Excessive charges 
when uniform, have, at least, the pretense of jus- 
tice, and may be defended in many ways. Dis- 
criminating rates are at once a confession of in- 
equality and an admission of extortion. 

In the matter of railway rates, the complaints 
against overcharges were feeble in comparison 
with those made against rebates. If all were over- 
charged, there was a certain equality in outrage 
which had its value.

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TRACING BOGUS BUTTER TO THE TABLE. 

The [Illinois authorities have acted wisely in 
pursuing imitation butter to the tables of hotels. 
restaurants and boarding houses. . Hereafter per- 
sons who serve this article in that State must 
display cards making public announcement of the 
fact. 

It has been plain enough from the first that, 
since the manufacture and sale of oleo and but- 





terine are not prohibited, the legislation on the 


subject can be of little value to consumers un- 
less it is made to apply to the people who serve 
the public A hotel keeper may lawfully buy 
imitation butter, the seller practicing no decep- 
tion, but there has been no effort to prevent him 
from passing it on to his own customers as the 
genuine article. 

The Illinois ruling comes under the authority 
ecnferred upon the State Food Commission by a 
new law and it is clearly reasonable and just. All 
pure food legislation is primarily in the interest 
of the consumer, but in the difficulties presented 
by the commercial aspects of the case he has often 
beea lost sight of. 

Except as counterfeit and adulterated food shall 
be traced to the person who is to eat it, not much 
good can be accomplished by providing penalties 
fer cheating in uying and selling these products. 
Thousands of people do not buy their own food 
in stores or markets.
